400,000 BOXES PER ANNUM 


Interior Whitewashed, Complete 
System of Conveyors to Trans- 
fer Fruit. Numerous Other 
Changes to Be Made 


Moderninzing the Lemon Growers 
Exchange equipment is just now the 
problem before the board of direct- 
ors and L. R. Bradley, who was 
named manager recently. 

The buildings and equipment of 
the big house were built largely by 
piece meal as the business devel- 
oped, the result being that when all 
was done the several pieces didn’t 
join to give the desired efficiency. 
Soon after Mr. Bradley was made 
manager, he and the directors dis- 
covered that the cost of operation 
was entirely too high and that by a 
system of re-arrangement and a 
general change in the house many 
dollars could be saved to the grow- 
er’s advantage. To that end the de- 
tails were left with Mr. Bradley, 
who recentiy submitted plans to the 
board of directors, who ordered him 
to proceed with the work. 

Modernizing the office as well as 
enlarging it was one of the first 
things undertaken. Within the week 
the new furniture will be in place 
and with the vault, just installed, 
will give to the office an excellent 
equipment. 

The re-arrangement of te house 
is proving the biggest problem, how- 
ever, as’ many dollars can be abso- 
lutely thrown away unless the de- 
tails are carefully worked out. With 
this end in mind, Mr. Bradley has 
workmen now completing the work. 

The receiving of the fruit has been 
changed from the rear of the big 
house where it was unloaded from 
high wagons to the ground, to the 
west end, where teams drive under 
a protection from the sun and rain 
to a platform in line .with the bed 
of the wagons. Adjoining the un- 
loading shed the washers are to be 
placed on concrete foundations which 
are creviced deep enough that the 
water will drain off and that work- 
men will not be standing in water 
while operating the washer. 

In former years the boxes of 
lemons have been trucked from one 
end of the house to the other by 
hand, but when ‘the new equipment 
is complete a system of box convey- 
ors will be so arranged that all fruit 
will travel on conveyors. As there 
are some 400,000 boxes of lemons 
passing through this house a year, a 
cent saved on each box in the 
handling, which Mr. Bradley _be- 
lieves can be done, will result in a 
big saving to the growers as the 
years go on. 

The new sweat rooms, to be oper- 
ated under the modern system, are 
nearing completion, the heating 
plant across A street from the house 
being practically finished. Three 
sweat rooms 20x30 will be in use 
next week, and with this new sys- 
tem installed for sweating the fruit, 
the old method using lighted stoves 
within the house itself will be aban- 
doned, thus reducing the cost of 
insurance. 

Among other changes within the 
house are the new toilet rooms, the 
placing of all electric wires in con- 
duits, as well as other details which 
will give greater efficiency and thus 
save a large amount in the cost of 
operation.

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HOW TO DRY FIGS, 
MODERN METHODS 


Adriatic figs should be picked from 
the ground as soon as possible after 
they fall and not later than three 
days at the most, according to 
D. R. Oliver of Merced county, who 
farms the 13-acre Rodger orchard, 
one of the oldest and best fig orch- 
ards in the county. 

Lug boxes are used to pick in and 
directly after gathering 75 full boxes 
are put into the sulphur house, where 
they are allowed to stand over night, 
or if badly rushed, six hours. For 
that number of boxes two quarts of 
sulphur is used, equivalent to four 
or five pounds. 

When taken from the _ sulphur 
house the figs are put on trays which 
are set in the sun from one to one 
and a half days in warm weather. 
After that they are sorted and 
dumped in the bins, care being 
taken to keep the pile in the bin 
level so that they all go through the 
sweat in the same degree. By keep- 
ing them stored in these bins some 
time before shipping they have more 
weight and sugar up better. 

Calimyrna figs receive much dif- 
ferent treatment by Mr. Oliver than 
the Adriatics, no sulphuring being 
done in this case. Instead the figs 
are put directly onto trays after 
dropping and these trays are stacked 
in order to protect the fruit from 
the hot summer sun, which would 
otherwise dry them out too quickly. 
Late in the season it is sometimes 
deemed advisable to let them lay in 
the sun instead of in stacks. 

The time that they are left in the 
trays depends upon the weather, 
four days being sufficiently long in 
hottest and a week being required in 
cooler weather.

AUSTRALIAN CITRUS MARKETS 
OPEN FOR DEVELOPMENT 





That the lifting of the Australian 
quarantine will eventually mean 
many thousands of dollars to Cali- 
fornia growers, was declared by As- 
sistant General Manager Dezell of 
the California Fruit Growers’ Ex- 
change. 

“The market was just being estab- 
lished,” said Mr. Dezell, “when the 
quarantine was placed, and now that 
it is lifted, it is up to the growers 
of this state to thoroughly place their 
products before it is too late.” 

The quarantine was established 
last June because of the citrus 
canker which developed in Florida. 
The Australian authorities heard of 
the disease and drafted rulings so 
broad that all fruits from a country 
in which this disease was prevalent 
were barred. The decision was gen- 
feral enough to exclude California 
oranges and lemons, and remained 
in effect until the matter was taken 
iup by the California Fruit Growers 
Exchange with the proper authori- 
ties at Washington. 

When it was proved the California 
citrus products are not infected with 
|this disease, the quarantime was 
lifted. 

Australian oranges ripen in our 
jsummer, as that country is on the 
jother side of the equator, and the

\they have no oranges in their sum-

Sacramento. It was also light in| 
the extreme southern portion of 
the state. The month, as a whok, 
was not unfavorable to fruit drying 
and raisin making, and as these 
crops were much earlier than usual, 
a large amount of both raisins and 
prunes were off the trays when the 
last rain came. Ample warnings 
were given of both the rain of the 
2ist and 30th; and it is believed 
that most of the trays were stacked 
and escaped serious injury. The bean 
crop in the south is probably badly 
damaged by the last rain. 





Record Prices for Almonds 

The California Almond Growers’ 
Exchange named opening prices for 
almonds on September 12th, ad- 
vanced them one cent September 13, 
and were forced to withdraw from 
the market September 14, as the en- 
tire crop was sold. Prices were the 
highest ever received for the same 
sized crop. Marketing conditions 
are indeed extremely pleasing. 
Winter Cucumbers at Long Beach 
There will be planted this year 
in the Signal Hill district something 
like 65 acres of cucumbers. The 
people in charge of this industry 
have already purchased 150,000 
yards of cotton sheeting for cover- 
ing the hot house beds where they 
are raised during the winter months. 
They are also getting prices at this 
time for 300,000 boxes or crates for 
shipping their product. Last year 
there were 100 cars of 1200 crates 
each shipped from this district, and 
this year there will probably be 150 
carloads. 


Bean Estimates for 1916 

Although it is a little too early to 
give definite information on the bean 
production for 1916, it is estimated 
by those in authority that the small 
white bean crop will amount to 
700,000 sacks, while that of the pink 
beans will probably reach 800,000 
sacks. 

From the Lima Bean Growers’ As- 
sociation of Oxnard, California, 
comes the following report on the 
lima bean situation for 1916: The 
year 1915 produced a crop of 1,800,- 
000 bags of 80 pounds each. Indica- 
tions point to a crop approximating 
2,000,000 bags for the season of 1916. 
There has been a tremendous de- 
mand for lima beans and they are 
being shipped as fast as cars can 
be provjded. 





Heavy Yield of Barley 
Although 1916 has been consid- 
ered a poor year generally for field | 
crops, the Pittville section in Shasta | 
county records an unusually heavy |
